SIR HENRY R. BISHOP. 
The Musical World, in a series of " Sketches of English 
Artists," tells us that Sir Henry Bishop, at a very early age, 
exhibited a remarkable precocity in reference to music, and 
being placed under the Italian master, Francisco Bianchi, 
commenced writing and adapting for the theatres at fifteen 
years of age. At the same time he had made great pro- 
ficiency in the acquirement of living and dead languages. 
He produced his first opera, " The Circassian Bride," in 
1809, when he could scarcely have been more than twenty 
years of age. The opera promised success, but the score 
was lost the second night by the destruction of the theatre 
by fire. He soon after became musical director of Covent 
Garden, holding his position till 1820, during which period 
he wrote his most celebrated operas and single pieces. On the 
death of Sir John Stevenson, he joined Moore in arranging 
his." Irish MelodieB," and returning from Ireland became 
the conductor of the annual oratorios which were then 
given at Covent Garden and Drury Lane Theatres, there 
being no Exeter Hall. He was appointed also professor 
of harmony and composition at the Royal Academy of 
Music. In 1839, he took his degree of Bachelor of Music 
at Oxford; and, in the same year, a highly flattering com 
pliment was paid to him by the musical societies of Man- 
chester. A concert was given, at which two hundred persons 
rendered their gratuitous assistance, the programme being 
made up entirely of Bishop's works. The performance 
took place in the theatre, in the presence of more than 
two thousand persons. In addition to the appointments 
mentioned above, Henry Bishop continued to hold, up to 
their final close in 1848, the post of conductor of Her 
Majesty's Concerts of Ancient Music, when he was pre- 
sented, by Prince Albert, wilh a magnificent piece of plate, 
in token of his royal highness's approbation of his general 
conduct during the time of his holding office ; and in 1842, 
Her Majesty was pleased to confer upon him the honour of 
knighthood. He has been engaged iu the production of 
no less than one hundred and three operas, original and 
arranged ; the latter being in a very minor proportion.
